Fears for community hospital 


A HEALTH organisation has been 
critieised over its handling of 
plans to build a multi-million 
pound community hospital in 
Dagenham. 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
has written to NHS Outer North 
East London (ONEL) asking for 
clarification on the future of the 
facility at the Sanofi Aventis site. 

It is feared the community hos¬ 
pital - deemed the ‘brainchild’ of 
residents, councillors and council 
officers - will be scrapped. 

Councillor Mick McCarthy, cab¬ 
inet member for regeneration at 
Barking and Dagenham Council, 
claimed health service managers 
were ‘failing to take the needs of 
the community into account’. 

He said: “This confusion does 
not show any consideration for the 
health concerns of local people 
and is evidence of the left hand 
not knowing what the right hand is 
doing. 

“We have worked hard with res¬ 
idents to make sure the facility 
would be in place, but the mixed 
messages we are getting from 
health managers leave a lot to be 
desired. 

“We would like managers from 
the health service to come out and 
tell people what the state of play is 
regarding this provision.” 

Barking and Dagenham Council 
believes the new facility, which 
will include an outpatients depart¬ 
ment and other services, would 
address gaps in local health provi¬ 
sion. 

The hospital will include a care 
centre with medics, nurses, den¬ 
tists, pharmacists, outpatients 



departments and health screening. 

The NHS denied plans for the 
hospital had been scrapped. 

A spokesman said: “We are still 
involved in discussions with a 
range of partners and stakeholders 
around a potential health facility 
in Dagenham and have started 
working with GP commissioners 


to develop a business case. 

“We are committed to getting 
the best value for money that we 
can and will spend taxpayers’ 
money responsibly while protect¬ 
ing frontline health services.” 

The council is urging all resi¬ 
dents to back its campaign for the 
hospital, which includes an online 


petition.

COUNCIL CHIEF SLAMS 
WAITING TIMES IN A&E 


EXCLUSIVE by Steve Neale 

A&E PATIENTS are being forced 
to wait too long for treatment, 
according to one of London’s most 
senior local government officials. 

Anne Bristow is director for adult 
and community services at Barking 
and Dagenham Council. 

She claimed patients across 
Barking and Dagenham, Havering, 
Redbridge and Waltham Forest are 
having ‘real difficulties’ accessing 
services. 

The most recent survey of care at 
Whipps Cross Hospital revealed 20 
per cent of patients were waiting 
more than four hours for treatment. 


Ms Bristow said: “A&E are under 
huge pressure across all four bor¬ 
oughs. 

“These sort of problems do not 
give us confidence that things are 
getting any better. 

“We know staff are doing their 
best. Nurses and doctors are doing 
everything they can. 

“They are not at fault, it is the 
system. The same goes for the likes 
of Queen’s and King George. ” 

Ms Bristow said problems in the 
service have intensified following 
the merger of health trusts into 
NHS Outer North East London 
(ONEL). 

The hospitals affected are 


Whipps Cross in Leytonstone, 
Queen’s in Romford and King 
George in Goodmayes. 

Changes were introduced by 
Labour, placing doubt on the future 
of maternity and A&E services at 
King George Hospital. 

Although plans for a community 
hospital in Dagenham were aimed 
at addressing ‘gaps in health provi¬ 
sion’, they are now in doubt. 

Ms Bristow added: “Those plans 
now appear to have been scrapped. 
There are also plans to relocate 
maternity services away from King 
George. We feel those plans are a 
bit short-sighted. 

“Now we see GPs are being 


stopped from working extended 
hours. That seems to us to be mad¬ 
ness. People are not being support¬ 
ed near to where they live. 

“This will put even more pressure 
on A&E. People know they should¬ 
n’t go there for minor problems, but 
if they have no alternative... 

“These changes are coming in by 
stealth. We intend to do all we can 
to campaign now before the cuts 
have been introduced.” 

ONEL has consistently denied 
that service changes are to be intro¬ 
duced without a full consultation. 

The health organisation also 
insists services will be maintained 
at the highest level.

Mr MeKenzie has represented Barking and 
Dagenham Council as a school governor at vari¬ 
ous junior and eomprehensive schools, serving 
Gaseoigne, Marks Gate and Chadwell Heath. He 
has also represented Barking and Dagenham 
locally and nationally at various public events. 

He beeame the youth development officer for 
Barking and Dagenham through Essex County 
Cricket Club and has a passion for all sports, 
with erieket being his favourite. 

He served on the Ford Sports Executive 
Committee for many years and was ehairman of 
Ford Sports Cricket Club. In that time, he 
arranged games, tours and developed the Colts 
section and was involved in coaehing and umpir¬ 
ing. 

He has also been a member of Barking and 
Dagenham Sports Council for many years. 

Mr McKenzie said: “I am delighted to be eleet- 
ed to serve as the Mayor of Barking and 
Dagenham. 

“Em looking forward to the year ahead and 
what it will hold.”

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Allotment sites gain 
additional protection 


ALLOTMENT sites in Barking and 
Dagenham now have added proteetion from 
development. 

Couneillors have voted to declare all plots 
Statutory Allotment Land, which means that 
the land cannot be converted from allotment 
use without the written permission of the 
Secretary of State. 

The step was taken after a question was put 
to the leader of the council, Councillor Liam 
Smith, at one of his public question and 
answer sessions in 2009. 

A representative of Barking Allotment 
Society asked Mr Smith to declare the coun¬ 
cil’s allotment sites statutory, giving them 
extra protection under the Allotments Act. 

The borough has 16 allotment sites includ¬ 
ing two - Groveway and Linkway - that have 
recently been re-opened. 

There is also a proposal to reopen another 
former site, in Thatches Grove, later this 
year. 

George Gosling, chairman of the 
Allotments Representatives’ Committee, 
said: “We’ve been campaigning for this for 
three years and we greet this decision very 
warmly. We’re very satisfied with the way 
it’s gone and we look forward to our new 
leases being delivered. 

“One of the most important things about 
allotments is that they bring the community 
together. 

“At each of the sites, we’ve got a big eth¬ 
nic mix and we all get on well and learn 
from one another. 

“Also, there’s still a bigger proportion of 
retired people. Some of them are on their 
own and they look forward to coming to the 
allotments, not just to do gardening b^ut also 
to have a chat.”
